Menace To Health

Of Suffering Humanity |

OISE hos beon cursed for 

8,000 years as a nuisance. 

It is at last Bole fought ag a 
menace, 

Tén yenrs _ Httle had been 
done-In'the way of scientific study 
of noise. To-day {t enn be decom- 
posed, annlysed and measured, 
and its effects on health and work- 
ing eMciengy: Kecurately gauged. 
The day is not far distant whon 
decibelu—the standard unit of 
noise intensity—will be as fomi- 
Har to the public as volts and 
amps. 

The limit beyond whith ‘ noise 
becomes a nuisance has already 
been ascertained. It is fixed at 
60 decibels, which ‘corresponds 
roughly to the sound of ordinary 
conversation in a room. Research 
carried out by skilled investiga- 
tors over a long period reveals 
that there is not a thoroughfare 
in the whole of Central London 
where noise dues not exceed this 
limit by at least 10° decibels, 
while in places like Ludgate-cir- 
cus or the Strand the limit is 
exceeded by as much as 30 doel- 
bels. 

It may be chastening for ser- 
yeant-majors to reflect that thoir 
bellowed orders are - nearly 30 
over the limit and approximate 
closely in intensity to the roar of 
a lion or the shattering din of a 
pneumatic road drill. 

Nolse And Health 

Comparisons such as these have 
teen made possible by means of 
accurate nolse-meters. The sim- 
plest form of nolse-meter 1s an 
earphone connected to a buzzer; 
for laboratory work, where high 
precision is required, an clectri- 
dally recording noise-meter, en-

Up to a point this is true. So 
long as it is not excessive, a back- 
ground of noise in working hours 
is harmless, and, in fact, --.somo- 
what stimulating. But tho.“back- 
ground noise” of the modern city 
is not only excessive; it is con- 
tinuous.. Still worse, this ‘baale 
hubbub is constantly’ punctuated, 
even through the night, by strid- 
ent, and startling noises. . 

It is these noises--the crashing 
of genrs, the shrick of a klaxon, 
the ronr of an exhaust or the in- 
termittent inferno of a pneumatic 
drill—that are the mest danger- 
ous to our health. 


Experiments On Rats 
Unexpected noise provokes fear, 
which is translated by an involun- 
tary start. - Investigators have 
seen a sudden noise bring a heal- 
thy sleeper from his bed, trembl- 
ing with fright, before he was 
awake. . All day lony nervous en- 
ergy is being consumed in repress- 
ing visible signs of instinctive 
fear. : 
This is not mere supposition. 
The expenditure of energy due to 
noise has been measured in special 
test chambers at the National Phy- 
sica! Laboratory and clsewhere. 
It was found that in noiev condi- 
tions the average expenditure of 
energy was 20 per, cent. greater 
while 
the speed of a first-class typist 
fell by 7.4 per cent. i 
Experiments carried gts on suc- 
cessive generations of rats havo 
also shown that continual noiso 
retarded thelr growth by 10 per 
cent. and lessened food consump- 
tion by about 5 per cent. 
If, noise enn produce this effect 
on rats, whose voracity and hard- 
iness need no qualification. it is 
not dificult to imagine to what ex- 
tent it must afféct growing chil- 
dren or invalids. It is recognia- 
éd that noise can be fatal at a 
critical period in illness: For that 
reason. doctors consider quiet 
more important than dict.

He is‘widely known “for the 
splendid puble-spirited work he 
has performed for the Colony over 
8 long period of yenrs, In business 
he In interested in a number of 
firms and holds a seat-on various 
boards of Uirectors; but he Is 
perhaps best known as tho high- 
ly-respected Chairman of the 
Chincse Chamber of Commerce 
and Managing Director of the Kai 
Tak Land Investment Company, 
who own extensive propertios in 
the near neighbourhood of the 
Kai Tak Aerodrome. He wns also 
ploncer Managing Dircetor of the 
Kal Tak Motor Bus Company, 
which has been a most important 
factor in, and largely responsible 
for, the development of the Kow- 
Joon Peninsula. 

This is Mr. Wong's third term 
as Chairman of the Chinese Cham- 
ber of Commerce, he having sorv- 
ed four years already. It wag un- 
der his chairmanghip that the re- 
port of the Chamber and the spec. 
ches at the annual: meeting wero 
for the ‘first time published in 
English. , ; 

Mr. Wong is one of the foundors 
of the University of Hong Kong 
and figured prominently on the or- 
ganising committes of “tho first 
Fair that was hald to raise funds 
for the equipmont of the Univer. 
sity. When the problem of rals- 
Ing some $60,000, to form the 
nuclous of a fund to establish the 
Medical Faculty, arose, he was 
personally responsibla for per- 
suading Mr. Ng Li-hing to sub- 
scribe the whole amount needed, 
He has been a member of the 
Council of the Uniyersity since its 
foundation and still takes a keen 
interest in all its-actlvitles, 

Mr. Wong was one of the 
founders of the Chinese Companies 
of the Police Reserve, formed 
during the Great-War, and ren- 
dered splendid service in various 
criminal cases, including murder 
and bank note forgery. As Chief 
inspector he was O.C. of the four 
Chinese Companies and received 
the special. thanks of the Govern- 
ment, published. in. the Gazette, 
and the Police Medalywwith three 
silver bars, for his excellont work 
during those troublous times. 

In 1926 again he rendered great 
service to the Government during 
the great General Strike, whon, us 
Managing Director of the Kai Tak 
Motor. Bus.Company, he-persutaded 
his drivers to. resume work, thus 
giving a lead which was soon fol- 
lowed by other workers, to the 
alleviation of a dangerous state of 
affairs. .

.jonly did she show courage, but 


also judgment, in her mensures, 
When, the enemy succeeded in-cut- 
ting off the one well on which her 
garrison depended for water, she 
immediately took steps to collect 
rain water In vases and by means 
of linen and the clothes of the 
soldiers. Fortunately ‘it was tho 
rainy season and her plan proved 
adequate. Thus: Liou-chi - baffled 
all the efforts of Wu Ti’s general. 

Meanwhile Hu-shi was becoming 
more and more absorbed in her 
devotion . to Buddhism, and the 
Confucians, envious that so great 
a princess did not honour the 
learned, prepared her ruin.

There fs, 18 a rule, )ittle latitude 
for divergency. of views ada to the 
best method . of playing a hand, 
but opinions differ still as to the 
tactics which a partnership should 
adopt ‘In ordor to arrive at the 
best result on a given hand. 

With regard to the Iatter, thero 
are roughly three objectives: + 


(a) To obtain a penalty from 
, your opponents. 

‘(b) To make a partial score, 

and 

(c) To make a game 

whenever possible. 

Tho tactics. which are most 
favoured by teams and players 
are: - . 

(a) The approach forcing

(b) The “one-” or “two-club”

There are some who favour tho 
“one-club” and others the “two- 
club” tactics, but they both func- 
tion on similar lines.

The Two-Club Bid ¢ 

“The “two-club” bid {a also used 
in two distinct ways. Some play- 
ers use tt in conjunction with ap- 
proach foreing method, on very 
strong hands only; otherr employ 
it.in a manner which is described 
below. 

With the approach forcing 
method, nearly all hands except 
those of very great strength aro 
opened .with a bid of one in a sult 
or one no trump (with an occa- 
sional pre-emptive bid), 

Very large “hands, containing 
4%, or more quick tricks and a 
dofinite “probability “of “a “game “in 
sight, are opened with a “two bid” 
in’a sult. . 

With the “one-” or “two-club” 
tactics, all handd’ which contain at 
least 314 to 4 quick tricks or more 
and a good distribution, are open- 
ed with the “one-” or ‘two-club” 
bid, and the opening bid of’ one in 
a sult definitely indicates that tho 
hand is not strong enough to open 
with either of these bids.

‘Whig is the 
authority which has been given to policemen in arresting fash- 
ionable women for failure to dress modestly. 

Briefly, women’s clothes are to extend beyond the elbow and 
knees, but not so as to overreach the fingers and ankles. Women 
are required to wear long trouscrs to match the ensembles, in

Males are prohibited from wearing pyjamas in the strects 
or appearing in their shirt-sleeves. Students cannot wear Euro- 
pean clothes, and school girls are to put on standard dress.
